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Editorially 


Strategy! 

Throughout history, mortal combat of ever Increasing 
scope and ferocity has been the tragic companion of 
otherwise advancing civilizations. The outcome of the 
nuclear and ideological tug-of-war between the United 
States and Russia will determine whether this pattern 
can be broken before it carries through to the total de¬ 
struction of one or both nations. 

Ever since the explosion of atomic bombs over Hiro¬ 
shima and Nagasaki and the advent of the cold war, U. S. 
strategy has been based on the belief, reaffirmed by 
Secretary of Defense McNamara, that, "The foundation 
of our security is the deterrence of a Soviet nuclear attack. 
We believe such an attack can be prevented if it is under¬ 
stood by the Soviets that we possess strategic nuclear 
forces so powerful as to be capable of absorbing a Soviet 
first strike and surviving with sufficient strength to im¬ 
pose unacceptable damage on them.” 

The effectiveness of this policy to date is demon¬ 
strated by the fact that there has been no nuclear war. 
But, its success has been based on the overwhelming 
superiority of U. S. offensive missile strength which, after 
rising rapidly for a number of years, is now leveling off. 
This force presently consists of approximately a thousand 
Minutemen and around 650 missiles aboard 41 Polaris 
submarines. Our 680 strategic bombers will be cut back 
to 465 in 1972. U. S. expenditures for strategic forces have 
declined to $6.8 billion in 1966 from a high point of $11.2 
billion in 1962. 

In a recent Fortune magazine artiele entitled, “The 
Shifting Equation of Nuclear Defense,” Richard J. Whalen 
contrasts the U. S. position with the swift Soviet buildup 
now going on. He reports that since the Cuban crisis of 
1962, just five years ago, ". . . the operational Soviet ICBM 
force based on land and sea has grown from fewer than 
75 to an officially estimated 470 (as of October, 1966) and a 
likely current figure of close to 600.” There is every 
indication that this number will continue mounting at an 
accelerating pace. Also, with new weapons technology now 
available, numbers do not tell the whole story. In the U. S., 
means have been found to use a single ICBM launcher to 
carry several individually propelled warheads which can 
be guided with extreme accuracy to targets several hun¬ 
dred miles apart. The average Soviet missile, according to 
the Fortune article, can carry a “. . . warhead load of 
more than seven megatons,” while U. S. missiles with the 
exception of Titan II’s can lift about one megaton per 
booster. Obviously, if the Russian strategy were to pursue 
the multiple warhead route, their striking force could be 
vastly superior to ours with the same number of rocket 
boosters in place ready to fire. Add to this the fact that the 
Soviets have embarked on intensive efforts to develop and 
deploy defensive antiballi.stic missile systems, and you 
have the formidable picture worrying U. S. military strate¬ 
gists. 

It is now being debated whether this country can 
afford and whether it needs an antiballistic missile defense 
system which could cost $40 billion in the next 10 years. 
Many knowledgeable people, among them Dr. Edward 
Teller, believe that we cannot afford anything less. In a 
U. S. Nows and World Report interview. Dr. Teller ex¬ 
presses the view that, unless we have a defense against 
ballistic missiles, we are subject to atomic blackmail by 
any irresponsible nation in the world with the ability to 
launch a handful of rockets capable of carrying nuclear 
warheads to the continental United States or to the terri¬ 
tory of any countries we are committed to defend. Our 
ability to defend ourselves and provide defense systems 
for allied countries would greatly strengthen the hand of 
the free world in Dr. Teller’s view. In his opinion, it 
would be impossible to defend against all-out “sophisticated 
attack” such as either the United States or Russia could 
deliver. But, the ability to blunt such an attack could mean 
national survival. Summing up. Dr. Teller observes, “In 
choosing between various possible procedures, the one 
which gives you most for the least money and effort is 
reasonable.” He also points out, “The apostles of cost-effec¬ 
tiveness have not been 100 per cent correct in thqir pre¬ 
dictions on Viet Nam. This is bad, but it is not catastrophic. 
If they should err in a similar way with respect to what 
is sufficient to deter the Russians, this may be the end 
of the United States.” 

It is evident that events have brought a time when 
critical decisions concerning the defense posture of the 
United States must be made. It is to be hoped that they are 
made with a sense of history. They will unquestionably 
determine the alternatives which face the American people 
on the shifting grounds of international relationships in 
the decade of the 1970’s.
